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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for 
the  Blind  was  held  at  3  P.  M.  July  1,  1920. 

There  were  present:  Messrs.  H.  C.  Rodes,  Lewis  Atwood,  Alfred  Pirtle, 
and  R.  C.  Ballard  Thruston,  members  of  the  local  board  and  the  following  mem- 
bers ex-officio: — 

Mr.  Edward  E.  Allen,  Director  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts 
School  for  the  Blind,  Watertown,  Massachusetts;  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve, 
Principal  New  York  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind,  New  York 
City;  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson,  Superintendent  Indiana  School  for  the  Blind, 
Indianapolis,  Indiana;  Mr.  G.  F.  Oliphant,  Principal  Georgia  Academy  for  the 
Blind,  Macon,  Georgia;  Mr.  Robert  B.  Irwin,  Supervisor  Department  for  the 
Blind,  Cleveland  Public  Schools,  Cleveland,  Ohio;  Miss  Susan  B.  Merwin,  Super- 
intendent Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind,  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  Mr.  John  W.  Barr,  Jr.,  the  Vice-president, 
Mr.  Edward  M.  Van  Cleve,  presided. 

The  minutes  of  the  Special  Meeting  held  on  November  7,  1919  were  read 
and  approved  as  read  with  the  substitution  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Edward  M.  Van 
Cleve  as  chairiman  of  the  Endowment  Committee  instead  of  Mr.  R.  C.  Ballard 
Thruston  who  continues  to  act  on  the  Committee. 

Election   of   Officers: 

The  name  of  Mr.  John  W.  Barr,  Jr.,  was  placed  in  nomination  for  President 
by  Mr.  H.  C.  Rodes  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Lewis  Atwood.  The  Secretary  was 
instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  election  of  Mr.  Barr,  which  was  done,  electing 
Mr.  Barr  President. 

By  similar  action,  Mr.  Van  Cleve  was  elected  Vice-President,  The  Citizens 
Union  National  Bank  of  Louisvilile,  Ky.,  was  elected  Treasurer,  and  Miss  Susan 
B.  Merwin  was  elected  Secretary  and  Superintendent  for  two  years. 

The  Publication  Committee  consisting  of  Mr.  Thos.  S.  McAlonej^,  Chairman; 
Mr.  Edward  E.  Allen,  and  Mr.  George  S.  Wilson  was  re-elected  to  serve  for 
two  years  and  the  Advisory  Committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Van  Cleve, 
Oliphant,  Hooper  and  Driggs  was  also  re-elected  to  serve  with  the  Publication 
Committee. 

Reports:  The  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Superintendent  was  read  and 
ordered  filed;  also,  a  tentative  report  from  Messrs.  Meldrum  and  Meldrum,  ex- 
pert accountants. 

The  Endowment  or  Finance  Commititee  reported  some  inquiries  and 
several  conferences  concerning  plans  for  raising)  funds  to  reduce  the  cost  of  em- 
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bossed  books  but  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  at  this  time  to  undertake  a  cam- 
paign for  this  purpose.  The  Committee  was  requested  to  serve  for  the  ensuing 
year  and  to  continue  its  investigations. 

Mr.  Van  Cleve  as  chairman  of  an  informal  conference  of  the  Trustees  ex- 
officio  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  held  at  Overlea,  Maryland, 
June  25,  1920,  presented  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  It  was  agreed  that  of  the  $50,000  available  for  1920,  $30,000  should  be 
allocated  for  new  equipment,  and  superintendents  should  be  requested  to  receipt 
for  books  and  apparatus  delivered  to  the  extent  of  $20,000  and  materials  and 
equipment  in  Louisville  to  the  amount  of  $30,000. 

2.  It  was  declared  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  apparatus  and  materials 
produced  elsewhere  than  at  Louisville  including  maps,  writing  devices  etc.,  for 
the  instruction  of  the  blind  may  be  purchased  by  the  American  Printing  House 
and  distributed  through  the  quota. 

3.  The  conference  agreed  that  certain  work  of  the  Uniform  Type  Com- 
mission should  be  carried  on  but  its  expenses  should  be  met  henceforth  by  official 
rather  than  personal  provision.  It  was  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  that  consideration  be  given  this 
matter  to  the  end  that  the  expense  of  carrying  on  the  work  be  provided  by  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  possible  through  the  employment  of  a 
technical  expert. 

4.  That  some  means  should  be  found  to  hold  trustees  meetings  in  alternate 
years  at  the  seat  of  the  conventions  of  the  American  Association  of  Instructors 
of  the  Blind,  was  considered  only  fair  to  the  trustees  ex-officio.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Trustees  take  some  action  authorizing  such  meetings  to 
be  held. 

.  5.  A  Committee  on  embossing  Braille  music  is  needed  and  it  was  recom- 
mended that  the  Board  of  Trustees  take  action  looking  to  the  appointment  of 
such  a  Committee. 

Each  recommendation  was  considered  separately  and  after  discussion,  all 
were  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  as  to  the  practicability  and  legality 
of  the  questions  involved. 

The  following  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Commission  on  Uniform  Type 
at  a  meeting  held  June  23,  1920,  at '  Overlea,  Maryland,  were  read  by  the  Sec- 
retary and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

"That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commission,  the  best  interests  of  Braille  music 
can  be  subserved  by  the  creation  of  a  well  equipped  department  of  music  in 
connection  with  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  and  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Committee  on  Braille  music,  with  powers  analogous  to  those  of  the 
present  Publication  Committee,  said  Committee  on  Music  to  associate  with  it- 
self  the    musical    interests    of   the    Perkins    Institution    for   the    Blind    and    the 
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Illinois  School  for  the  Blind.  That  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House 
for  the  Blind  are,  accordingly,  requested  to  give  this  matter  their  most  serious 
consideration  at  their  coming  annual  meeting  in  July." 

"That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Commission,  the  best  interests  of  the  pro- 
fession as  a  whole  demand  the  creation  of  a  well  equipped  department  of  appar- 
atus in  connection  with  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee  on  apparatus,  with  powers  analogous  to  those  of 
the  present  Publication  Committee. 

"That  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  are, 
accordingly,  requested  to  give  this  matter  their  most  serious  consideration 
at  their  coming  annual  meeting  in  July." 

As  the  financial  statement  by  Meldrum  &  Meldrum  showed  an  operating  loss 
of  approximately  28  per  cent.,  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Wilson  and  unanimously 
carried  that  the  selling  price  of  books  be  increased  not  to  exceed  25  per  cent.
